“GERMAN PROFESSOR'S 
: DISCOVER 


'Inneshruck that Professor Haber- 
landt of Germany has digcovered the 
hornidhe of the heart with the ald of 
which he has been able to cause 
animal hearts that had been removed 
from the body to beat again although 
from two to-three anda half days 
had-olapsed since’ their removal and 
although they had already ceased to 
beat of their own accord. 

“Hormones aro’ stimulants “Als. 
charged ‘by varioug internal-secre- 
tion-glanda and-conveyed, by’ means 
of the blood circulation and the 
lymph, to the remotest parts of the 
body where thoy exercise a specific 
influence on certain cells and organa. 

Professor Haberlandt’s discovery, 
as the “Winner Noue Frei Presse” 
remarks, goes to'the very root of the 
problem ofthe heart and its func- 
tioning. It has been known long 


since that hearta, especially those of |’ 


frogs, continue to beat after being 
nut out of the body even when the 
latter is in a state of decomposition. 

But. what Professor Haberlandt 

has, now been able to-do, is some- 
‘hing quite different, © He cut out 
the hearts of some frogs and placed 
thelr upper ‘parts together with the 
vena cava into a salt solution where 
they continued to beat. 
. He then found that ‘the still beat- 
ing hearta communicated their ac- 
tion to the salt solution in such a 
way that the latter caused hearts 
that had been removed from the liv- 
ing bodies of other frogs more than 
three days earlier and that had be- 
come completely inanimate, to. re- 
sume thelr beating. 

‘Systematic investigationa ‘carried 
out by Professor Haberlandt enabled 
him'to discover that the re-animat- 
ing substance to which these effects 
are due is discharged from certain 
parts of the heart only. It causes 
the pulsation of the heart, and ‘is 
capable of accelerating and.strength- 
ening its action. It is,.indeed, the 
hormone of.the cardiac functions. 

: Positive and Negative. 

Certain definite. features, both 
position and negative, of the newly 
discovered substance justify Pro- 
fessor Haberlandt ‘to classify it 
among the hormones and at the same 
time to assert that it is not ident{- 
cal with any of those already known. 
We have but an incomplete know- 
ledge of the nature of hormones, but 
we know that they are héat-proof.:

‘Moréover, it is altogether differ- 
ent from the cardiac nerve . sub- 
stance.recently discovered by Pro- 


fessor Loewy, . Profeasor, Haber-| . 


landt’s countryman. For all’ these 


reasons it must be regarded as. a, 


substance unknown heretofore. 

It is quite possible that Profes- 
sor. Haberlandt’s discovery . will 
prove of very great importance to 
medical science. It may enable us 
to render effective aid to failing 
hearts in the most natural ‘way. 
The discover reckons with the pos- 
sibility of ‘using the hearts. of 
slaughtered cattle for. the extrac- 
tion of heart hormone which- can. 
then be utilised for curative pur- 
Pose, 

Once it thas ‘been made possible 
to obtain the new substance with a 
sufficient degree of. . purity, ‘there 
will be no reason why it should not 
be thus utilised, and this is mere- 
ly a question. of ‘time. It is ‘evi- 
dent, therefore that the new dis- 
covery. operis aut a bright perspec- 
tive to medical science, more es- 
pecially to that section davoted to 
the treatment ‘of heart didease. oo

The Intervals be- 
tween his coups give -him ample 
time for carcful preparation. The 
guardians of law and order have 
no ‘knowledge as to where he: is 
going to strike... The world is his 
oyster. : : 

For all that, weknow on un- 
deniable authority that only a 
small percentage of crooks earn a 
living equal to that of the: aver- 
age skilled mechanic, They have 
their “crowded hours,” when, some 
big coup has come off; but against 
this have to ‘be placed many 
failures and long periods of idie- 
ness. And looming over every- 
thing is the shadow of the prison 
cell. 

‘Take the case of even some: of 
the greatest financial crooks with- 
in the Inst 25 years, All their al- 
leged cleverness has not kept them 
from the dock ‘of the Old Bailey. 
Prominent . examples will come 
readily to. your mind, | ' 

The: real angle from which to 
view. the. subject is this. A. cer- 
tain amount of. mutual trust ia the 
basis : «upon which | civilisation 
atands.
